“ By-the-bye,” said Hunter when his friend had completed the 
spirited poem, I much regret that we neglected to visit the Pig¬ 
eon River Falls on tbe North shore of the lake, which I learn are 
sublime, fairly rivaling tbe far-famed Falla of Minnehaha. Here 
Is an extract from a recent Issue of the Chicago Tribunt," and 
the speaker read as follows: 

“About nightfall we had reached Pigeon River, the boundary 
line between the United States and Canada, and came to anchor 
in its still waters, shnt In by frowning mountains of rock tower¬ 
ing abovo us on either band. There was time for us to land In 
small boats before dark, and walk up to the Pigeon River Falls, 
a sight which amply repaid us for our scramble up bill and down 
dale. Minnehaha must yield the palm of beauty—oral least of 
grandeur—to these. They mike s descent of about one hundred 
and fifty feet, In two distinct streams, overs table of trap with 
project!' g spurs, which break np and divide tbe fall In tbe wUdeat 
manner. Standing upon the rocks which overhang the fall, you 
look down through a rocky gorge, Its crevices bursting Into beauty 
"llh vine* and flowers glistening In tbe spray, to a bend In the 
river which la spanned from aide to side with a clear,well-defined 
rainbow. The river Is not very wide at this point, scarcely wider 
than the brook which feeds Minnehaha, but Its sudden and head¬ 
ing plunge, the Immensity of Its rocky surroundings, and their 
fsntastlc shapes and forma, especially of one huge towering rock, 
which stands upon the very edge of the fall and divides the water 
'"■tore It goes over; the beauty of tba mosses, and ferns, and 
vines, and the utter solitude of nature around It, give to It not 
"fily beauty, but an element of solemnity and sublimity Mlnnc.- 
•'•ba does not possess." 

" True enough, a sight worth seeing," responded Hardy, " and

would edvlse you to give It the attention It merits. See! here we 
are nearly among the Apostle Islands.” 

At the word the group turned to view the scene. Outer Island 
—‘ Etluptagtndtg' In the aboriginal tongue—lay only a short dis¬ 
tance aloof, Irregular and picturesque In outline, six miles in 
length and nearly half as many In width; and Bear Island— 
‘A/uJt-guaio’—of about equal size; while between were channels 
whose shores seemed to have been worn by tbe waves for centu¬ 
ries, until the sandstone upon which the soil rested could be 
seen at low water. Soon tbe steamer was among the islands, and 
for an hour the group of lalande might be seen stretching away 
on either hand, all bearing evidence In formation and shape of 
having been at some prehistoric period a part of tbe main land, 
from which the wild elements of wind and water bad In the lapse 
of ages separated them. As the staunch “ Manistee” steamed on¬ 
ward among these Interesting isles, their varied form and char¬ 
acters could be easily perceived. Madeline Island, tbe largest of 
tbe group, was an object of much Interest, and the passengers 
closely scrutinized It, as being ouvj of the earliest known to civili¬ 
zation. Here Father Marquettee, over two centuries before— 
1669—bad established a mission at La Polnte, on the Southern 
extremity of tbe island, and here tbe French Jesuits had formed 
a settlement In 1680, built a rude chapel, from whence they of¬ 
fered up tbelr prayers In the simple creed of faith which charac¬ 
terizes the sect Tbe village appeared to be occupied by half-breeds 
and Indians principally, whose occupation was fishing. A small 
growth of forest trees covered the greater portion of this, as well 
as tbe sister Isles; and maple, cedar, birch and poplar mingled 
together In delicious confusion. The harborage afforded by these 
Intricate and winding channels could scarce be excelled. Therein 
the entire Beet of the lakes might find shelter, In from four to 
twenty fathoms of water; and tbe severe winds upon the lake 
scarce make more than a ripple upon these waters, so well are the 
channels protected by the Islands. The other Isles of the group 
—Michigan, Basswood, Stockton, Hermit, Manltou, Cat, Iron- 
wood, South Twin, North Twin, Otter, Rocky, Devil, Raspberry, 
York, Sand, Eagle and Steamboat—were passed In due course, 
and lastly Oak Island (Itle au Chtnt) with Its elevated surface, 
about three hundred feet above tbe bosom of the lake, and lying 
nearest the Detour, or mainland. 

Bayfield, with the neat, thriving air of prosperity, coolly over¬ 
looking from Its position above tbe lake tbe Islands near at hand, 
next greeted the gaze of the observers, and beyond, at the head 
of Chequamegon Bar, dimly appearing In tbe distance, the spires 
and dwellings of Ashland, this being the centre of a region far 
and Justly famed for troutlng. 

At the pretty village of Bayfield the sportsmen disembarked, 
and found, to their no small amazement, that Adolphus Fltz- 
noodlo was likewise bound for the same port—a fact he had not 
before communicated to them. The dandy had barely made his 
toilet agd put In an appearance when the steamer reached port, 
and hts confusion In collecting baggage, etc., was amusing In the 
extreme. 

“Weally, you know, that was exasperating, 'pon honsh, to be 
wouted out of a refreshing sleep; It's t dooced bore, you know!” 
ejaculated the exasperated Fltznoodle upon landing. 

The exquisite received the serio-comic condolences of Fowler 
and Stalker, with whom he conversed In a very patronizing tone, 
and the party wended Its way up to tbe tableland on which stood 
the village hostlery and the pleaoant cottages around, giving to 
It all the rural qualntneas and beauty of a country town In the 
Interior, with the added charm of varied water and landscape. 

It being yet early In the day, the members of the Greenwood 
Club lost little time ln*preparing for a brief time among “The 
Rocks”—a long line of rocks extending xlong the shore of Cbe- 
quamegon Bay for miles, where tbe trout congregate In passing 
to and from the streams most frequented by them. 

From Forest Jake—who appeared to know Intimately the 
whole region stout Lake Superior—the party learned that, al¬ 
though the trout In the streams did not rise freely to the fly, the 
troutlng along Tbe Rocks during August and September wss 
rendered most effective by use of the artificial By. 

Adolphus Fltznoodle, esger to show his prowess In the gentle 
art, had In the Interim secured a boatman and soon started after 
In quest of the fly-fisher. The guide, a man of experience and, 
withal, a keen angler, gized In mute astonishment at the rig 
which the city swell produced, but silenced If not awed by the 
demeanor of that worthy, the boatman discreetly remained silent. 

FI rat a huge, two-handed salmon rod, twenty-five feet In length, 
and of nearly three pounds weight; a line proportionately strong 
snd cumbrous ; and, lastly, a book of Alee the most grotesque and 
mis-shapen, which no angler, howeoeTer experienced, could have 
classified—gaudy and monstrous In appearance beyond compari¬ 
son. Add to these e strong, huge gaff, suitable for landing mas- 
callonge of forty pounds weight, atfcl tbe life belt, which the tyro 
carefully adjusted before starting, Mid the oulrt figure be pre¬ 
sented may be Imagined ter bettasabsn described. Thus accou¬ 
tered our hero ventured lortbr'S* sublime In hie own eelfcooceit 
ts he wae ridiculous In the eyes of hlz guide. The Ufe-belt 
proved of no little service, however, as may be briefly demon- 
etntedT Arrivlngat The Rockt, Ailolphua began to “whip the 
water" right earnestly, with no other result than to fatigue him¬ 
self himself amazingly with tbe “ etwong tackle” he bad ao con 
fldeatly boasted. Well aware that the use of such monstrous 
files would evell nothing, the boat man, cleverly complimenting 


Fltznoodle upon bis skill (1), and thereby gaining the good graces 
of that personage, suggested that, although such flies might serve 
admirably In some streams, they were hardly adapted to the trout 
of that region, at the same time recommending the would-tie 
angler to try one or two better suited to the Ash of the bay and 
streams adjacent. 

Accepting the proffered specimens, with as much condescension 
as be deemed necessary to maintain his dignity, Adolphus essayed 
fly-casting again, but in bringing his hand back for the throw, 
after what he deemed the most approved method, the Usher felt 
a thrill, not altogether of pleasure—the hook having caught him 
a pottmori. As the guide afterward remarked, attempttnga pun, 
Fitznoodle “ felt sadly In arrtar ,” which was no doubt true. 
With the aid kindly proffered, the fly-flsher was released, and 
after several ineffectual casts, had the good fortune to hook a 
tront of mean Blze, and then and there occurred one of the most 
novel and amusing struggles ever recorded. 

Poor Fltznoodle bad been previously exhausted In wielding the 
huge rod, and upon hooking the trout hts remaining strength 
was taxed to the ntmost. Finally, despairing of tiring the game 
flsh, he dropped the rod in despair, taking the precaution, how¬ 
ever, to grasp the line, with which he attempted to draw In the 
trout after this novel mode. Had the hook been equal to the 
strain he could have accomplished his object, beyond a doubt, 
as the line would readily hold a muscalonge, but the more deli¬ 
cate fly-hook snapped, tbe trout, released, sprang In air with a 
Joyous flirt of the tall, while tbe hapless fisherman fell backward; 
a loud splash, and the water closed over Adolphus Fltznoodle. 
Only for a brief Instant, however; the next he was upon the 
surface, buoyed up and supported by his life-belt, but a more 
forlorn and bedraggled object than he presented when drawn out 
could be scarcely conceived. 

Hunter and Stalker, as It happened, were near at hand, and 
witnessed the ludicrous eontrtlempt ; but though both offered 
their services, as well asjthelr condolence, tbe luckless Fltznoodle 
would not be comforted. He returned at once to the hotel, de¬ 
claring With chattering teeth as be did so that " trout Ashing was 
weally the gweatest bore and Ihe doocedest of all sports ever 
twled.” With this philosophical remark,and the further assertion: 
"I bwelleve.you know, ’pon honsh,I'll twy gunning In pweferance 
of this hawld twoutlng”— the drenched and Inconsolable Adolph¬ 
us sought bis room; and it may be surmised that the return of 
his companions at night-fall, their baskets well laden with trout 
of various sizes, tended not to assuage his troubled mind, though 
he even yet hoped to recover something of his lost prestige by 
securing a remarkable score In the line of shooting.

Report of the MianefioU Commission. 

The Commlsslonera on fisheries for the state of illnneeoU re¬ 
port but small success In hatching the egg of the lake trout, 
jvisttvomsr namoycusk, In the Winter of 1877-8, but that 60,000 
einrs In the troughs the peet Winter sre looking well. 

%, brook trout 88,800 fry were distributed end 600,000 eggs 

W 200,000 whlteflsh eggs, Congo™* aOms, were recelred from the 
United States Fish Commission, and the same number of eggs of 
the “ Madison Lakes whlteflab,’' Argyrosomus tulUbee, were re¬ 
ceived from Dr. W. A. Pratt. This fish to one of ttemtoj cis¬ 
coes ” and Jordan gives Its common nsjhe as tulUbee, the old 
Indian name which has also been retained as Its specific cogno- 

“ In speaking of the black bass, which the commissions™ term 
Urysimmegastoma, by which we presume the blg-moutb, mi- 
crmunu paUidu,, Is Intended, but little was accompllsed In con- 
flnUig andtoedlog them, as “ they would eat noting butf "**’ 
so that when the live food failed they seemed to do badly and 
dwindled away In numbers until but a few males are left. 

Of Lake herring, Argerosomus artedi, attempts are being made 
to Introduce them, and the report says: ‘The flavor wid juicy 
delicacy of Its flesh makes It take rank with the brook trout as a 
table flsh, and If we only succeed In Introducing It we shall feel 
that our trouble and labor Is well rewarded.” . 

The success with California salmon, Oncorhynchus quinnat, has 
been so good that we will quote from Mr. Sweeny’s remarks, at 

the fry of the California salmon hatched last year, we have 
distributed 118,650, and have still In the ponds 25,000 more. 

“As no little curiosity Is naturally exhibited by some of our 
citizens to know If the plants of California salmon are ever heard 
of again, I will append a few extracts from some of my corre¬ 
spondents during the year. April 83, 1878, Hon. H. E. Barron 

Wr , i ‘ t< 'Two or three years ago, at the time wo received our first 
salmon, 800 of the young fry were put Into a private fish pond 
belonging to Mr. George M. Gilmore; they have done finely, and 
to-day we have taken them to one of our lake* and put them in. 

Some of them were 'IS inches long.’ , 

•> Mr. Creasy, of Dundaa, Rice county, Caught a salmon 2* 
lb*/ 

“June 18,1878, B. A. Man, Esq., Lanesboro, writes: 

“ ‘The 8,000 salmon I went to Red Wing for, two yean ago, 
we have heard from this Spring, by two caught here In the lake, 
one of which was about 10 Inches and the other 13 Inches long, 
both caught In same place.’ . _ , 

July 81, 1878, Mr. Hugh Mitchell brought me two Cal¬ 
ifornia salmon recently (dead) from Sunfish Lake. Dakota 
county. Thinks they were killed by the heavy thunder of the 
proceeding night, as they were found on top of the lily leaves 
which entirely cover the water In some parts of the lake. My 
conjecture Is, that In jumping for Insects they leaped out 
upon the leaves and could not get back Into the lake. They 
frequently leap out upon the covering of the ponds and some¬ 
times die, unable to find their way back Into the water. These 
specimens weighed 3 pounds 2 ounces each, and were 16* Inches 
long. Their flesh Is true salmon color and firm and hard as the 
marine flsh. I endeavored to preserve them in alcohol, but they 
seem to drop to pieces as If boiled, but still perfect enough to 
make handsome specimens. Rev. Mr. Hare, of same neighbor¬ 
hood, reports “ an angler catching five others in the same lake a 
fortnight before”; from another source I learn of seven othere 
caught In the same place later. Sept. 5, 1878, E. B. Thompson 
reports that “Col. Geo. H. Johnston, of Detroit, Becker county, 
killed * salmon in the flame of hi* mill, W inche* long, a month 
since.” This was evidently a smolt of last year’s planting. 
Another, a young man of St. Paul, reports catching sixty young 
salmon In Lake Phalen, which he says he returned to the water. 
Other Instances might be cited, but the above are sufficient to 
show that the flsh are living and seem to thrive vigorously. It Is 
to be hoped that angle™ will not try to take them until after the 
fourth year, so that they may at least have a chance to spawn 
once before they are caught. The males are ready to breed at a 
year old, at least some of them, but the females do not seem to 
develop their eggs as reptdly when confined to fresh water as they 
appear to in the sea. 

We have In the ponds at WlUowbrook about 800,000 young fry 
recently hatched from the eggs received from California, Oct. 14, 
through the United States Commission. 

The report l* accompanied by direction* for transporting fry, 
with cuts Illustrating flsh crowded at the at the top of the water 
and suffering for oxygen, and another where the water Is being 
aeretedby a dipper which carries the air bubbles down to the bot¬ 
tom where the fish lie contented; and also by the new amend¬ 
ments to the game law, which contains this, to us, singular 
provision: 

•• No person shall at anytime, take, catch or kill any flsh of any 
kind, except white fish, from any of the watere In the state of 
Minnesota, excepting Lake Superior, the Mississippi, Minnesota 
and St. Croix rivers, In any other manner than by shooting them 
with a gun, or by using a spear, or by angling for them with a 
hook and line.” 

We say singular, because we do not remember to have heard of 
the act of shooting flsh classed as “sport,” and while spearing 
them may be considered bo, by some It 1* at least * oil color, ex- 
cept In the case of sturgeons and large marine fishes not used as 

food.

V/./" Judged, herefrom, what a great expenditure of labor 
the flsh breeder, Mr. Samuel Wllmot, In Canada, most employ to 
serve In the flsh breeding establishment In his carn,about 40,000 - 
000 of eggs of lake trout and coregonus (whttedsh) which be will 
have on hand this Winter. 

It stands apparent how great an advantage a breeding appara¬ 
tus would be which would of Itself remove the deed egga, and 
would work Independently of the overseer. American flsh breed 
era have been occupied with such experiments for several years 


and with us an automatic trough recommended by Mr. Wllmot 
was tried although without success. 

The principle applied In these breeding boxes la the fol¬ 
lowing: The dead eggs lose In weight when putrefaction sets 
In and are removed by the ascending stream, while the 
sound, heavy eggs remain below. The Importance of the matter 
was the occasion of our chairman writing for further Information 
to America, and we have received the following report from Mr. 
Charles G. Atkins, assistant of the U. 8. Fishery Commission: 

“ I am In receipt of the accompanying letter and drawing of 
Mr. Chase, of Detroit, Mich. If I am not mistaken, the Idea of 
constructing a self-picking breeding apparatus originated with 
Mr. Chase, or at least he was the first to carry It out. I have 
myself the Intention to Introduce a similar arrangement In the 
establlsment under my care, for 1 am surfeited with the ordinary 
trough systems, they require too much labor. The more compact 
a trough Is, the more difficult Its care; If we had only two or 
three frames above each other In our troughs we should need very 
large breeding houses, but one laborer could easily serve ten mil¬ 
lion salmon eggs; at present we require, with our new apparatus, 
only the fourth or eighth part of the former room, but one man 
will scarcely get through with three million eggs. I have a very 
compendious breeding apparatus of my own Invention, In which, 
In the flret stage of development, 3,000 salmon eggs can easily 
be placed upon one square foot of base, but only yesterday two 
men had to work hard half a day to look through 900,000 salmon 
eggs, although only very few bad eggs were among them; thus It 
Is with all compendious apparetus,such as the Holton, Clark, etc., 
the expenditure of time required to take out the frames is very 
great, perhaps the California trough Is better In this respect, but 
what we are striving for Is a self-picking breeding apparatus, be It 
after the model of Chase or after that of Bell and Mather, or per¬ 
haps after that of the Californian trough. I think we ought to 
succeed in altering the latter so as to answer our purpose."

1 herewith send you a drawing and description of a self-picking 
apparatus. I have used It for four years and think It la the best appsr- 
tua for breeding coregonus eggs In existence. I have not tried It for 
other eggs, botbelleve that HIs not adapted for the breeding of salmon 
and trout, as the fry of these fish settle at the bottom as eoon as 
hatched, and because the stream Is not strong enough to remove the 
brood from the trough, but the eggs could remain In the hatcher until 
the time *f hatching approaches, and then he removed to other 
troughs, in this way the labor of picking might be saved, The fry of 
coregonus and shad act differently, the former goes to the surface as 
soon us hatched, and swims from the trough Into the reservoirs pre- 

^IbavenoVtwenty-eight such troughs In use. each of which contains 

14 l’put tHe^eegs in the hatchers as soon as Impregnated and they atay 
there until hatched without being even once picked over, the bad eggs 
all ascend and swim off. This year I have also filled thirty Holton 
boxes with whlteflsh eggs, and have In all seventeen millions of such 
eggs In my establishment, all In excellent condition. I ucver.saw bet¬ 
ter eggs. 

Mr. Atkin’s lettere were accompanied by drawings, but It Is his 
own remark that the same do not give an accurate representa¬ 
tion of them, therefore I do not reproduce these drawings In this 
paper. I will only observe that the self-picking breeding appar¬ 
atus of Chase is distinguished from the former ones by not hav¬ 
ing the form of a funnel but of a cylinder; this Is made of glass 
fifteen Inches high and six inches in diameter, and the water Is 
supplied by a pipe which reaches to the bottom of the glass cyl¬ 
inder. . _ ...... 

I Immediately ordered several hatchers made on this principle 
but otherwise constructed like my California troughs. I had the 
mendin g pipe made 15x12*, and 10 c. m. In width In order to 
make experiments with currents of different strengths. The 
trials are being made, let us hope for a favorable success, for 
only the dead eggs are washed off from the troughs. 

My self-picking vessels are 50 c. m. high, the height of the 
jar Is to be adapted to the flow of water. 

I shall work with these and If I succeed us well as last year 
with the Californian trough and the funnel apparatus to get up 
something serviceable, I will furnish an accurate drawing and 
description, together with full directions for use In these papers. 

For the time being have we very valuable Instruments for core¬ 
gonus breeding in the apparatus used by Mr.Clark.Haack,Mather 

and myself. . , 

The Americans, whom we willingly recognize as our models, 
have flret tried refrigerating boxes In 1872 to ’78, but we have 
brought the thing to a certain conclusion, In the same way let 
us exert ourselves on a self-picker, and hope that the breeding of 
all our coregonl may prove useful. 

The Culture of Summer Spawning Fish with Adhesive 
Egg*. 


There to an Insignificant family of fresh-water fishes known to 
science as Apkododerld<s, and whose common name, as far as they 
seem to have any, to the “ pirate perches.” They are common 
to the brooks of the Atlantic coast and the Mississippi valley and 
seldom exceed four or live Inches In length. The singular posi¬ 
tion of the vent, which to In the throat, gave it the generic name 
of Aphododerus, from the greek apkodos, excrement; and den the 
neck. Nelson made a new genus In this family which he called 
Slemotremia, from iKmuin the breast, and trema the vent, but 
which later Investigations prove to be incorrectly founded, as the 
position of the vent to Inconstant. This most wonderful discovery 
Is thus modestly told by that eminent Ichthyologist, Prof. David 
8. Jordan: “A study of the position of the vent In A. Isolepis 
has developed some singular things. It becomes evident from 
the examination of a large series, that the position of the vent to 
not a character of generic importance, as was supposed when the 
genusJ.S'torwolrvmla was proposed, nor Is It apparently an Individ¬ 
ual or a sexual character as has since been suggested. The ob¬ 
servations of Professor Forbes, verified by myself, appear to 
show that the position of the vent Is dependent on the age of the 
fish. In the adult the vent Is jugular, close behind the little pro¬ 
jecting knob at the throat. In the youngest specimens examined, 
it to more or less behind the ventral fins. In specimens Inter¬ 
mediate In size, Its position to Intermediate, the degree of ad¬ 
vancement being proportionate to the size of the flsh. 

Occasional irregularities occur, but the rule holds so generally 
that It cannot be merely accidental. From It I Infer that In the 
very young the position of the vent will be found to be as usual 
In percold fishes; as In the young flounder the eyes are symmetri¬ 
cal, but as the flsh grows older, Its aberrant characters are 
developed.” 

Professor Jordan gives a list of the measurements of twenty-six 
specimens of which he says: “No other conclusion seems poesl 
hie from the above except that the vent moves forward as the flsh 
grows older, by the lengthening of the horizontal part of the In¬ 
testine or * rectum ’ of the flsh. Steniolremia itolepie Is the young, 
I. meeotrema the half-grown and aphododerut cookianus the adult 
of one and the same flsh.” 

Our readers may recognize these fishes by tbelr having only 
three or four spines In the dorsal fln, which to placed about In the 
middle of the back. The flsh tapere greatly from the middle, 
both ways, the tall to long while Its fln Is broad and large, and 
the under jaw projects, giving it a' countenance not unlike the 
striped-bass or rockflsh. We found them In Louisiana where the 
darkey boys called them “ tata ” or “ tater ’’ as near as It could be 
got from their pronunciation.

It has always been my endeavor to breed flsh In an easy and 
simple manner, and 1 believe that I have succeeded In finding a 
suitable method of facilitating the propagation of flsh In lakes 
and ponds. At the bottom to strewed Juniper bushes, or If these 
are lacking, branches of flr or pine, In a manner that the water 
covere it tan to twenty c. m. (four to eight Inches.) The flsh will 
l*y their spawn upon them In such mease* that often four or n?e 
eggs are fixed to each point or nsedle-llke leaf, and causes the 
bush to appear as If strewn over with sand. This method Is espe¬ 
cially to be recommended where the bottom to muddy and where 
the growth of herbs or grass Is wanting. Last Spring Mr. Eckardt, 
of Lubblnchen.sentme a box of Juniper points which were densely 
covered with flsh spawn. 

If anything additional to to be done the spawn Is to be pro¬ 
tected from fishes and other enemies: for this purpose In water 
thirty to fifty c. m. deep (twelve to twenty Inches) a square en¬ 
closure of willow to to be made, the sides to bo three to four me- 
tara (tan to fifteen feet) long, the simplest way to do this Is to 
plant poles In the lake and affix nets between them , the same 
should be sunk In the bottom and covered with sand that no flsh 
can pass under It. Where the network is not dense enough to ob¬ 
struct the passage of small flsh, especially at the come™, reeds 
and straw to used to fill the spaces. In the room thus enclosed 
the bushes covered with spawn are laid, that the eggs may hatch 
and the fry pass out Into tbs water beyond. 

This method Is especially adapted to the breeding of Summer 
spawning flsh. In my opinion it la always desirable to obtain the 
spawn In ths simplest and cheapest manner, and to avoid the 
transportation of eggs and fish as much as possible.

A Steam-Floating Hatching House. 

Another evidence of the progress of flshculture In America Is 
marked by CoDgresa making an appropriation for the building of 
a steam-floating hatchery for the United States Ftoh Commission. 

With thto steam-floating house Professor Baird will be able to fol¬ 
low the shad In tbelr season and then move It to thecodtteh grounds 
or elsewhere, as may be required. It is hardly necessary to say 
that It will be fitted with the most approved apparatus known to 
the profession,and will In the end prove the most efficient as well 
as economical mode of carrying on batching operations on the 
grand scale which has characterized all the work of the commis¬ 
sion. 

Gulf-weed a Means of Fish Migration.— The Bermudas, 
being situate within that Bomewbat circular area of the North 
Atlantic formed by the currents of the Gulf 8tream, the North 
African and equatorial currents, within which exists that vast 
accumulation of weed known from the time of Columbus to the 
present day as the "Sargasso Sea,” afford excellent opportunities 
for studying the plant in Its floating condition, and also adherent 
In Its natural state to tbe reef. During the Winter months, the 
prevailing gales, which are generally from south-east to south¬ 
west, bring to the Islands large fields, as well as Isolated patches, 
of the gulf weed, which prove a great boon to Bermudan farmers, 
who. but for thto ocean waif, would often be minus manure suffi¬ 
cient to raise their root crops with. To an observer, a field of 
weed coming In from sea presents a somewhat variegated surface 
as regards color, the major portion of it being of a dark brown, 
Interape rood with spots and patches of light yellow. On closer 
inspection, these masses of floating weed are found to be In¬ 
habited by various species of pelsgic and littoral crustaceans, par¬ 
ticularly a small light-brown crab, having a blotch of white on 
the carapace. Here and there the eye rests on a little pearly- 
white object, the well-known shell of that almost unknown 
cephalopod, SpinUa prototype, of Peron. Tbe pretty purple 
shell of lantMna communis 1s also to be seen, as are the singular 
forms of those truly oceanic acalephs, VaUeia communis and 
Physalia pelagic a, which occasionally occur In large numbers, as 
they did during a heavy southerly gale on April 16, 1861, when 
countless myriads were literally wrecked upon the shores, to¬ 
gether with the shells and rafts of lanthlnu-. About the margins of 
these floating fields, which are of some depth, may be seen various 
species of fishes, most of which have, no doubt, accompanied the 
Helds, and lived In them, as game would do In a preserve where 
food and shelter are found. The to one species of fish which, 
above all others, seems to belong to the Sargassum, viz., the 
Marbled Angler, (Antannarius marmoralus,) which, from Its 
peculiar arm-like pectorals, to specially fitted to rest upon the 
weed Here It makes Its wonderful nest amid the mass, suspended 
by means of those sllk-llke fibres, which prove amply strong 
enough to support the large bunches of eggs, which hang like 
grape clnstore within their orbicular case. These nests are 
occasionally to be found, but cannot be considered common , and 
only a few have been obtained from the weed on the Bermudan 
shore.—JFalwre.

Is no doubt, and I have reason to believe that the present rules 
will be made a deal more stringent than they are at present, hav¬ 
ing the above object In view. It Is clear sailing, therefore, for 
the future, and two courses are open to the would-be possessor of 
a fine kennel of pointers or setters, namely, to form a stock by 
Inbreeding an old, well authenticated strain, or else to obtain the 
current stock, and breed on It forthwith. The choice of either 
course is attended with some difficulties, but Id the latter 
case It can be got over with a fair amount of fore¬ 
thought, and better, I think, as regards pointers than 
with setters. Starting, we will say, with a Drake bitch, her 
dam by Hamlet, It would be fair to consider that a eon or grand¬ 
son of Drake on either the slro or dam side would be too near, so 
I should start with a look out for a second Hamlet strain, not too 
near the flret, and S. Price’s champion Bang would do, as a 
grandson of Hamlet, or else I should get a generation further 
away, and breed from « 8eftou dog, following Mr. PUklngton’s 
recipe, and with the next generation I ehould breed with a Bang 
dog. Following closely to text of the “ Stud Book" I should get 
a second Infusion from a'descendant of Drake through such a 
dog as Faust or some such another, whose pedigree on each side 
was clear, and, when far enough away,-my search would be either 
through a sire or a dam to bring in the Hamlet or Bang strain, 
never letting an uncertainty creep In, and having always in my 
eye old Drake and old Bang as the Osbaldeston Furriers of my 
kennel. This is the policy I have cut out for myself, and, bar 
any unforseen Impediment In the way, I mean to try it for I 
hopemany years to come. Other strains may be taken as sources 
to breed, but the principles I am laying down I know are sound. 

My experience, however, telle me that people will not have pa 
lienee to hold to one line as a general rule. They will be led 
away Into an unauthentlcuted untried strain through the hear 
say of others, or by the performances of some great prize dog, 
and they will not bear up with the disappointments that every 
breeder must experience. I have lost eighteen setter puppies 
this Winter through the excessive cold, or wh»t Is likely to be 
the whole of a twelve month’s produce, but I would not give up 
my plan of forming a setter kennel for half a universe, or for as 
many troubles again that have attended it, for It Is my hobby to 
look to them In all spare moments, and my recreation to think of 
them. It is the same with the pointers; many will retire on the 
difficulties of getting breeding stock. Such a bitch as I have 
named is a ram amti, obtained as a favor for a foreign nobleman 
who would not part with her now for her weight In gold, but 
young breeders must look to breed such ones as she Is after a 
generation or two have been bred. It is only Mr. Ptlklngton's 
kennel can produce such animals as these now. My own stock 
Is faulty, as the brood bitches I possess are a deal too small, but 
I know they are well bred, as 1 bred them myself, and my object 
will now he to raise the size of the stock. This is part of the 
i pleasure of breeding, to see where improvements are necessary 
i and study to make the corrections. I should recommend every- 
s one Intending to breed to get young bitches that have never been 
s bred from before, as owing to servants and so-called confidential 
. men, mistakes do occur, and I have proved that the effects of 
a previous litter may spoil the realization, at any rate, of the 
t best judged anticipations formed of a coming family.

to study the science of shooting on the wing; who would as soon 
be caught with a city woman’s poodle at their heels as an Idle 
curly coat to do their fetching; who want their retrievers to be 
wrapped up In the bide of the dog who flnds the game, while 
they kick a supernumerary Into the middle of next week;who will 
wager you every time as they " shuck" their coats off at morn, 
that they will sweep the kitchen floor at eve with a hundred bird 
wings that the nose of old Patch and Sneak had set In motion 
during the day; who have derived all of their experience In the 
fleld at the butt end of muzzle-loaders and tall end of good doge 
who never shoot ahead of game to hit It, but holding fierce and 
dead on the brown feathers, bloody, the carpets of dead grass 
with the juicy meat; who can tell the biggest yarn round the 
camp fire, sleep sound and snore the loudest, and to cap the cli¬ 
max take the stillest drink for a night-cap. This piece of lining, 
however, which I clip from the talc end of their acquirements, I 
would have no novice to patch his trousers with, for 'twill un¬ 
steady his legs, his atm, and his finger, and my heroes will tell 
you themselves that they take “ none lnthelr'n” when they mean 
business. I have simply stated facts that point with unerring 
finger to Instances where the little dogs Proof and Practice make 
a living, while the theorist goes a begging. 

Pray pardon this short digression, for the mental “sbankB ” as 
well as the physical ones must at times leave the beaten level In 
order to bring Into motion a new set of muscles, thereby ensur¬ 
ing elasticity and a further lease of endurance for the human 
machine. 

No, the American sportsman can never, with any proper 
sense’of bis duties and the difficulties that present themselves In 
our fields, Ignore the retriever upon whoBe serviced every crack 
of the gun, almost, creates a demand where either sedge, wood, 
brake, water, or the snlpo-bog constitute the hunter’s route or 
pcene’of action I for one want to see my dog first beat his 
ground, whip his stern and find his game; then I want to see him 
stand It, and then I want to know after all of this that still one 
more act fills the programme, and makes him more eager than 
before to rehearse his part; I will not deny him the pleasure, the 
overpowering and Infinite pleasure, of mouthing and recovering 
his dead, any more than I would have the noble hound forego 
tils taste of the blood on the antlered buck and the cunning fox. 
I want him to revel as largely in the pleasures of the field as pos¬ 
sible when It does not detract from the evening bag, which, as 
has been conclusively proved by many writers and practical 
sportsmen, Is never diminished by the actions of the retriever. 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor. I profess, withal, to see a witchery 
In It still, that holds me spell bound; makes me grateful to our 
truest friend and ally, and ever prompts an effort to aid In ele¬ 
vating him to a higher rank of companionship and a wider sphere 
of usefulness.

The Hogs of I he Past and Present. 

(continued). 

Topeka, Kan. 

Editor Chicago Field: —In my first article I stated that I 
thought the dogs of the present day were deficient In the power 
of scenting game as compared with the field dogs of twenty years 
ago, but as that might be questioned by many who arc fortunate 
enough to own a good one, it would be futile in me to argue the 
matter, as It could only be verified by the memories of the re¬ 
maining ones who owned and remember the dogs of so long ago. 
It may therefore be sufficient, If I reason, why the deficiency now 
exists and how It can be regained, or Improved upon. Before 
the dog shows, the first of which, In this country, was held at 
Minneola, L. I., In 1874, the owners of pointers and setters who 
took their dogs there supposed that Ihclr field qualities would 
have much to do with their taking prizes; therefore some of the 
mast Inferior dogs In appearance were presented for competition. 
The owners thought It could not be possible that the dog, known 
as a very ordinary one In the fleld, although handsome In physi¬ 
cal construction, could take a premium over their, known-to-be, 
very line fleld performer. Tet the bench show decision was cor¬ 
rect and right. We had had no fleld trials then, and it was not 
known we would have, so the whole attention was given to pro¬ 
curing dogs that would win on the show bench. Under the idea 
that like will produce like, breeders sent their bitches to the win¬ 
ning bench show dogs, never Inquiring about their fleld qualities, 
but wholly bent on acquiring handsome dogB. The amount of 
money realized by the owners of some of these bench show win¬ 
ners In the stud was large. I mention It, as showing to what an 
extent sportsmen risked the qualities of their well and long tried 
stock by making such radical change* In breeding without even 
asking, Is the dog a good fleld dog? ha* be ever produced any 
lino fleld stock! 8ome of the finest field dogs do not transmit 
their qualities to their offspring, and until It la known they do, 
should not be patronized, only as an experiment, but there are 
rules togo by In breeding, and how It can be expected the pro¬ 
duce of Inferior fleld dog*, Inferior In. the main, essential quali¬ 
ties, will be any different, I cannot conceive. It Is the natural 
qualities in the stock that should make It valuable, the Innate 
■ action even, coupled with that tnexplalnable anxiety that pups 
sometimes show to get to work, moving all over with that vitality 
and nerve that denotes the highest type of the fleld dog, ranging 
off to lead you Instead of being led. All sportsmen know what 
» thrill of delight It gives, to see and own such a young one, 
that's a dog when grown to breed to: that’s the dog who Is more 
likely to transmit his qualities than the dog who It took a long 
time to break to do It, although he Is well broken and what he 
knows and does la from education mostly, not from his nat¬ 
ural aptness to do. Such dogs are made dogs, and 

there are lots of them all over the country, but would It not be 
better to breed them to that the nose and action was the foun¬ 
dation! Like does beget like, but the fault la. we mistake looks 
for qualities. A span of horses may mate well as to color and 
any else, but are *o unlike In movement and disposition that they 
■nay well be aald not to mate at all. And ao It Is In breeding,we are 
ton apt to be carried away with the look* of the animal; more 
than that, with bis bench show record. I know of dogs that 
have taken premiums on the bench that are absolutely worthless 
•n the fleld, showing do disposition to stand or point game. If 
auch dogs are bred to, what are we to expect! The breeding 
hack theory may help the pupa out some, and I would 
hope It might be a lopg way back; but I am not an apostle of 
that Idea; too much Importance la placed on It, end some very 
Micron* stories can be told of this breeding heck to color. 
It takes ton abort a time to establish new oolors to prove 


It; but the longer we have a succession of sterling quali¬ 
ties Inbred and Interbred, the longer will we possess foundations 
to build up on, and the sooner we will be able to notice mistakes 
when they are made upon the parent stock. Inbreeding Intensi¬ 
fies the qualities, be they good or bad. To explain, take the 
runt pupa of respective litters and breed them together, you ob¬ 
tain smaller whelps than either of the parents. Choose out the 
largest of the litters and breed them, and you Improve upon 
the size; In like manner choose those of superior qualities and 
have them for your breeders, and you will have name that are 
superior to either parent; but to make a success of It you must 
not Imagine anything, you must « t and knota, and that cannot be 
done without you retain the litters until they are old enough to 
display their qualities—some do It at a very young age—and they 
mill do It at a very young age If close attention has been paid 
to the breeding of the parents that you have as your breeding 
stock. Mistake* are so easily made and are made by the care¬ 
lessness of employes, that the only safe, satisfactory way is 
to manage the kennel yourself, and keep the keys In your own 
pocket When this Is done you will not hear so much of breeding 
back In color, and to faults that the parents do not possess. It Is 
a pleasure to look upon the results of careful. Judicious breed¬ 
ing, and when It Is fully understood, the'produce can be relied 
upon as much as upon an chemical preparations; but do not mis¬ 
take the Ingredients.

Pearl of Maury—Inbreeding and Interbreeding. 


Delaware City, Del. 

Editor Chicago Field: — I notice In the Chicago Field of 
January 25, a letter from Mr. Buckell, who Is usually very level 
headed on dog questions. Mr. Buckell’s wish that In all trials a 
fuller pedigree should be given, applies as well to shows, and Is 
the public sentiment; and where the pedigree is not given suf¬ 
ficiently extended to give a clear understanding of the breeding 
of each dog, the report Instead of being a gratification and source 
of Information to the thousands of sportsmen who greedily scan 
the papers to find the winners and all Information concerning 
them,Is vexing In the extreme. Too oftentimes we find perhaps only 
the names of the dogs, and oftener only the name of the owner, 
not even giving his address. Such reports are only a waste of 
valuable space In a paper, as there Is no real Information In it for 
the reader. Further still, If we get a clear understanding of the 
breeding, etc., of the winners we loose half of our Interest In it 
unless we have as clear understandlg of the defeated dogs, so 
that we may know the value of the victory, which depends upon 
the known merits of the vanquished. 

The Chicago Field Is the only paper In America which gives 
a comprehensive account of field trials and bench shows. We 
find an example In a late Forect and Stream of the way other 
papers report dog trials and shows, In Its Infantile effort, at a re¬ 
port of the Pittsburgh show. Who could gleam even a smatter¬ 
ing of Information from the report? 

At the finish Is an excuse for a more detailed account because 
of occupying valuable space. People don’t go to church to hear 
excuses for sermoDS, nor they don't take papers from which they 
expect Information, to get excuses instead. I venture the asser¬ 
tion that the enormous circulation of the Chicago Field Ib as 
much due to the thorough knowledge of Its editor upon all mat¬ 
ters relating to dogs and their connection with fleld sports, and 
his knowledge of the value attached to them by sportsmen, as to 
all the other departments of the paper combined. 

The Ignoring of pedigree was the cause of the mongrelizlng of 
native American sporting dogs, and It will always have the same 
effect with those breeders who will not make a Btudy of pedigree. 
You must mate by pedigree or leap In the dark and trust to luck 
for a safe landing; and luck will only land you safely when you 
Ignorantly strike the proper blood. There Is no way of judging 
the future but by the past, and the signboards on the roads of 
time all poffit the same way. 

Mr. Bnckell’s points with regard to the breeding of Pearl of 
Maury do not lock fortified to my eyes. He asserts that she Is 
not an inbred animal. To use his own words, that depends upon 
bow the word Is understood. Mr. Laverack’s commencement was 
undoubtedly fnbreedlng, but toward the last he called It Inter¬ 
breeding. His Inbreedlngwas brother and sister, sire and daugh¬ 
ter, dam and eon. His Interbreeding was more distant relations 
of the same blood, and not very distant at that. The backbone 
of the Llewellln kennel and all other kennels which have been 
able to even make a show of competition with this noted kennel, 
has this same fearfully tough backbone. I cannot think that 
Mr. Buckell means that any good blood crossed on other good 
blood will make better dogs than by Interbreeding to the same 
good blood; but I quote his exact language as follows: “And I 
contend that the lesson taught by Pearl’s win Is In support of the 
mixture of good but different blood (the Italics are mine), and not 
of Inbreeding." 

I would ask Mr. Buckell how he understands the word Inbred. 
Of all the Llewellln setters which have come to America, and 
have figured so creditably at our trials and shows, there Is but a 
single out-cross of blood from the Laverack, and that Is the Duke 
—Rho-be blood, and as It Is not known to the contrary, and the 
characteristics In Duke and Rhmbe were so similar to the Laver¬ 
ack’s, especially Jet, who can say they are not rich In Laverack 
blood. That the Lavorack’s will improve any strain of setters 
they have ever been crossed on Is a fact none will dispute; but 
that the other strains Improve the Laverack I deny. Even with 
the Duke—Rhiebe blood Mr. Llewellln, or Mr. Buckell, or any of 
the noted breeders, fear to leave the Laverack blood long. They 
venture out a little In Duke—Rhmbe and come skipping back to 
get another rib from the back-bone. 

Is not Pearl of Maury Inbred? Her dam, Daisy Dean, by Pride 
of the Border, a pure Laverack; her dam Ruby, purchased by Dr. 
Gantler directly of Mr. Laverack, as a pure Laverack, over tits 
signature, and pnbltely declared so In our American papers. The 
sire of Pearl of Maury, Luke; his sire Carlowltz, a pure Laver¬ 
ack, and his dam True, half Lavarack and the other half Duke— 
Rha be blood through Dora, litter slater to Llewellln’s Dan. 
Why then la she not seven-eighths Laverack? Mr. Buckcll's ar¬ 
gument Is nothing further than be thlpks so.

From a former letter of Mr. Buckell's 
two or three years ago In the Turf, Field and Farm, I Infer that 
he meant to doubt the word of Mr. Laverack about the breeding 
Of the dog Mystery, the sire of Ruby, but I hope I am mistaken. 
Mr. Bnckell seems to think that the breeding of Ruby. If part 
Irish, I* better than the pure Laverack. Why Mr. Buckell and 
Mr. Llewellln should be always crying down the pure Laveraeks 
and at the tame time breeding them pure, I can’t see. They ac¬ 
knowledge that they breed them pure tie cause they can’t breed 
the Llewellln* without them. 

I don’t propose to enter Into a discussion of Inbreeding unless 
forced to do to, liecanae all breeders of dogs, horses, and poultry 
know that Inbreeding Is Indispensable to success. The question 
I with to see settled before the public Is, What Is the correct 


breeding of Pearl of Maury? and should like Mr. Buckell toan- 
swer the following questions: If Pearl of Maury is part Irish, 
does be consider her better bred than If seven-eighths or pure 
Laverack? Has he any evidence to show that Ruby was not pure 
Laverack? After his statement Mr. Buckell owes this explana¬ 
tion to American breeders.

Review of the System of American Breeding. 


BY GREENHORN. 

It would seem presumingly egotistical on my part, more es¬ 
pecially as Leatherhead.of BelTe Life, has so thoroughly Instructed 
the reader In regard to the pointer, how to select the best strains 
attainable, and how to continue breeding the same with a degree 
of certainty and sucres*, to attempt to guide those who might 
have sufficient confidence in my judgment to follow my advice; 
and from honest conviction I cannot do better than counsel all 
who may dabble a bit In breeding, whether pointer or setter, to 
adhere with Idolatrous faith to the doctrines of Leatherbead's 
gospel. His rules for reproduction and laws governing breeding, 
the selection of sire or dam, even unto the great gramlsire, etc., 
caonot lie too thoroughly Inculcated In one's own principles. They 
should be our lode star,which sooner or later will guide to flatter¬ 
ing success. 

Taking the setter for an example, as they are more prominent 
at this date than the pointer, we turn back to the past and re¬ 
view the magnificent stock Imported, the cream of English ken¬ 
nels. Note the lavish expenditure of money in securing to them 
a position of honor, both on the bench and In fleld trials, and the 
establishment of kennels, whose success forced a graceful public 
acknowledgment from several English authorities (a nation slow 
to yield to superiority) that the dogs of the new world could en¬ 
ter In successful competition with those of the old world, and as 
fine a selection could be made from the setters of America as 
from those of England. And yet with such an enviable reputa¬ 
tion and success established, one would naturally suppose they 
would realize and appreciate the situation, studying and care- 
fully noting every little qualification to further an Improvement; 
instead, they are tending to a retrograde movement. Style Is fol¬ 
lowed and If continued it won't be many years before we will have 
worked In a circle and find ourselves and dogs just where we 
commenced, and the laurels so becomingly worn will pass Imper¬ 
ceptibly from our possession, and once away, the sad truth^will 
dawn upon us of the difficulty of regaining this much-coveted 

glory. 

As I have given my warning, It is but Just I should give the 
cause and remedy, and In order to arrive at a clear understand¬ 
ing, It will be necessary to speak plainly, and my remarks will 
undoubtedly engender some ill feelllng, but I can conscientiously 
assert If all will accept the same with alike Interest and good 
motive for a common benefit, the result cannot but be beneficial 
and harmonious. The most Injurious and ruinous error com¬ 
mitted by the generality of dog breeders and owners, whether 
from pleasurable or speculative purposes. Is the Injudicious and 
Indiscriminate breeding, of or from, as the gender may be, ap¬ 
plicable alike to pointer or setter, and In fact all breeds. So 
bigoted am I on this question that Jwhen I hear people de¬ 
nouncing English breeders as selfish, etc., for retaining certain 
strains of blood pure for themselves exclusively, and limiting the 
services of certain dogs to severe restrictions, I champion their 
cause and applaud their common sense. Some one must preserve 
undefiled seed as a foundation, and at the rate we are compound¬ 
ing, these most evil mixtures will soon terminate In a chowder, 
from which our selections will prove a little of everything and a 
great deal of nothing. 

Our dog breeders and owners In general arc Influenced by a 
common delusion that it Is only necessary to consummate a union 
between such a dog and bitch, or vice versa, because one or the 
other happened to take a prize, and therefore of common neces¬ 
sity the progeny must prove extra or prize winners. Gentlemen 
often owning thoroughbred dogs of quality and qualifications 
suffer their better judgment to be overrated through indifference 
by addle-pated fellows bringing bitches to be served, the veriest 
ruck-and-truck, In hopes of obtaining possibly a winner, or that 
some of the sire’s notoriety may gild the issue for market; but 
later, when the whelps turn out worthless and the hue and cry 
goes up far and near and the sire is damned by these productions 
and a failure as a sire, Is It to be wondered at any more than to 
be misled to Imagine that two perfections will Invariably produce 
au Ideal. In contradiction to this, corroborated by actual experi- 
encc,the mostordlnarv dogs or bitches In themselves,have liecome 
noted for producing winning get; but at the same time you must 
not accept the construction of the above remark that every ordi¬ 
nary dog or bitch you come across, because he or she happens to 
be somewhat of au individual wonder, will produce the much-de¬ 
sired result; far from it. The simplest guide and safest medium 
to success Is a thorough and careful Investigation of authenticated 
records for quality and field qualiflcatione of the dog and bitch 
and their progenitors, as far as traceable, and the more innate 
these legacies of merit In the ancestry, the more valuable the 
blood, until as In some Instances, it is beyond dollars and cents, 
and remember this golden rule, their natural disposition of Im¬ 
pressing their progeny with these qualifications, and that these 
glorified sins may be visited on their children even Into the 
seventh, eighth and ninth generation. This In conjunction with 
the above Is the keystone to the arch of perfection In breeding, 
which the Americans lose sight of entirely. Our dog owners 
are too apt to accept the temporary success of a dog as an estab¬ 
lished fact. It seems sufficient for an animal to meet with a sin¬ 
gle success to establish his reputation, and the mass take up the 
refrain of his eulogies, until the majority of the sporting world 
rings with his praises Maybe they are deserved, but have you 
stopped to consider his breeding, his power of reproduction, and 
the quality of his ancestors. No, you accept the prima facie 
evidence of his Individual merit as a safe criterion that future 
creations must equal or surpass the parent stock, and If this be 
your principle, your labor will bear but one fruit—disappoint¬ 
ment. If you would see what judicious breeding and blood does, 
examine the dual cases of Adams’ Dora (the grandest and best 
brood bitch In my opinion living), and Burgundf.bal's Rake. I 
would ratber possess a representative from the union of these 
two than any other In existence, borne or abroad; and per contra. 
Adam’s Roek was In himself everything desirable, but he failed 
In that essentially Important point—reproduction and transition. 
His produce have never equalled or added lustre to the renown 
of this grand Individual dog. I could add many other evidences, 
but deem these sufficient to substantiate and Illustrate my prin¬ 
ciples. 

Now let u* turn to the pointer, In comparison with the setter. 
As regards kennels, breeding, and public stud dogs, etc., this 
branch Is yet In Its Infancy In our country, but Is rapidly devel¬ 
oping to that perfection attained In bis congener, the setter. And 
to 8. B. Dllley, of Lake City, belong* the honor, as pioneer In 
this direction. Here again Is another proof of my principles. 
By Judicious breeding and careful selection of bltchea, and that 
royal dog champion Ranger's power of Infusing In his get all bis 
quality and qualifications, has he brought this stock to a stand¬ 
ard second to non* in this country. Bow Is another A 1 stud 
dog, comprising the cream of English breeding and blood, excel¬ 
lent In himself, with onejpolnt remaining for him to prove (which

class. We presume the latter is the plan which would be fol- j 
lowed.”

“Why,” continued he, “a 
horse entered tn a circuit In the three-minute class trots In that 
class at every meeting lu the circuit, no matter, If such a thing 
were possible, if he should beat 2:20 In the first meeting.” 

“Correct, boy,” we replied, “about the Phlladelphlaentrles being 
affected by the winnings at New York. Now tell us about the 
Boston entries, because when the * Wise men of the East,’ of 
the ' Great Consolidated’ read your lucid explanation there is 
no knowing what they might do; like frightened steers they may 
rush on to their own destruction and declare your remarks apply 
to the Boston show. “ No,” he answered, “ as the entries of the 
Boston show close the day the Philadelphia show opens a record 
in the New York show only controls, but not one In the Phila¬ 
delphia show as the dog has not at the closing of the entries ac¬ 
quired any standing in the show.”

HUNTINC THE WILD BOAR. 

Peculiarly fortunate are the sportsmen of California. Not only 
have they a delightful climate,but the game Is so varied,as well as 
numerous, that there is neither the possibility of becoming satia¬ 
ted oor the difficulty of the taste of each being gratified. In field 
sports as well as In everything else tastes differ. He who shoots 
over pointers and setters often cares little for duck shooting, fox 
bunting or deer hunting, and vice versa. But in California the 
greatest opportunity Is afforded to each and everyone to gratify 
his Individual preference. To him who prefers shooting over 
points the facilities for using the pointer and setter are unsur¬ 
passed by any other section of the country. He, for whom 
the masterly Inactivity of wild fowl shooting has Its charm, 
has It to Its full extent. The deer hunter and the grizzly bear 
slayer have their sport with all the excitements and vicissitudes 
attendant, while the greyhound courser’s opportunities though 
last are not least—for Indeed we understand the hares are so nu¬ 
merous that the farmer* around Merced welcome those who will 
kill them. 

It would seem that with such varied opportunities the sports¬ 
men of California bad tbelr full share. But there la another 
field sport to be added to those enumerated. The wild boar has 
become so numerous that the rarest of sport can be had. Pig

sticking lu India Is a favorltlte sport. Its dangers to both rider 
and horse lend but an additional charm to It. It has been so 
graphically described tn our columns on previous occasions that a 
repetition now is not necessary. The Antioch (California) ledger 
thus refers to the facilities afforded for it ou the tule marshes 
bordering the San Joaquin: . . .... 

“The tule lands in the vicinity of Antioch have acquired some¬ 
thing of state notriety as being Inviting fields for the rare sport 
of shooting ducks, geese and snipes; but it may not be generally 
known that they also abound In game which only the daring and 
Intrepid mountaineer, or those experienced In hunting the tiger 
or elephant in the jungles of India, care to rouse to open combat. 
We allude to hunting the wild boar, numbers of which roam at 
large in the tule marsh lands bordering the San Joaquin. Not 
many days since, a party consisting of four gentlemen brought In 
seven of these wild, ferocious fellows, after a fierce struggle, 
during which one of the hunters barely escaped being torn to 
pieces by the tusks of huge boar, brought to bay. These gentle¬ 
men were all men who have devoted years to the chase—men ac¬ 
customed to brave danger, and who never flinch In face of the 
foe. Learning that game of this character was known to be In 
the vicinity indicated, fully armed and equipped with revolvers, 
knives and rifles, they sallied up the river to a point some ton 
miles east of Antioch, disembarked and cautiously Invaded the 
desolate wilderness, whose rank weeds, tules and underbrash 
render it very difficult to penetrate. They bad proceeded but a 
short distance when the dog had aroused the sleeping swine; a 
moment more and three came In sight and were instantly killed. 
Elated with success, the party pressed forward, but It was several 
hour* before they again encountered game. The company had 
separated; suddenly one of the party found himself in close 
proximity to a large and vicious looking boar whose tusks meas¬ 
ured eight inches In length. The rifle was raised, but in the ex¬ 
citement of the moment he failed to kill, only wounding the now 
enraged animal. In a moment the boar turned upon his pursuer. 
Conscious of his dangerous position, the hunter nerved himself, 
and, taking deadly aim, discharged one chamber of bis revolver, 
only to Inflict a second wound. Frantic with rage, the foaming 
boast rushed on his would-be slayer, who stood, knife in hand, 
ready for the encounter. At the moment a comrade, attracted by 
the shots, approached, and though distant some fifty yards, sent a 
bullet through the boar, which fell dead at the very feet of him, 
who in a moment more must have been torn to pieces by the 
ravage brute.** 


THE JUDCES AT THE NEW YORK SHOW. 


The Westminster Kennel Club have a portion of their judges, 
of which there are to be three for each division. Those an¬ 
nounced are Mr. John Davidson; Mr. John I. J. granger, 
and Col. De Lsncev Kaue, of New York city, and Mr. John A. 
Wise, of Richmond, Va. Col. Kane Is the gentleman who drives 
the coach from the Brunswick Hotel to New Rochelle, and Is an 
excellent whip and a first-class horseman, and if he is as good a 
judge of a dog he Is in the right place, but In the canine world 
he is a new light. Messrs. Granger and Wise are also unknown 
to the owners of dogs. We regret to see tbe Weetmloater Ken- 
nel Club exhibit so little regard for honesty In the judges of 
bench Bhows by appointing Mr. John Davidson. We have num¬ 
erous letters from prominent owners of dogs, EaBt and West, 
protesting against the course pursued by the Westminster Club. 
By them it is regarded as establishing a precedent which must 
result prejudicially to the interests of shows. The plea that, on 
the principle that it is safer to travel over a railroad after an ac¬ 
cident Mr. Davidson will be made honest and consclenolous In 
his decisions after his Minnesota bad behavior, and that au ad¬ 
ditional precaution to make him so has been taken by guarding 
his acta with two other judges does not hold good. Mr. David¬ 
son was accused, and In plain and unvarnished language, of that 
which was quite sufficient to bar him from in the future judging. 
The evidence was overwhelming. He did not prove his Innocence, 
but adopted the Tombs’ lawyer’s style of abusing the ffiaintlff’s 
lawyer and trying to blacken tbe characters of the witnesses, to 
do which he resorted to the most outrageous false¬ 
hoods And yet this man the Westminster Club 
appoints as one of Its judges. Wrong doers at 
field trials and bench shows have henceforth the satisfaction of 
knowing there Is one show open to them. The Westminster 
Club In allowing themselves to be made a catspaw for the Foreet 
and Stream have shown that their freedom from newspaper 
bondage Is not as great as they like others to think. The con¬ 
trast between their course and that of the Philadelphia and Bos¬ 
ton Kennel clubs ts so marked that It renders a comparison un¬ 
necessary. We have but little respect for the exhibitor who ac¬ 
cepts such a judge. And Mr. Davidson convicts himself in the 
statement he has been circulating that the reason he did not 
judge at Detroit was because they wished to put two other judges 
with him, and that he would never, no never , accept such an 
insult. Now he gulps the bait of the New York show, and his 
two guardiane and gvaranteee to the public that he mill be hontet, 
at a mouthful, like the most ravenous shark. Espousing the 
eause of Foreet and Stream has given the Westminster Club much 
trouble. The refusals to be associated with Mr. Davidson must 
have been terribly perplexing. There asked did not like to be 
made into sandwiches. They objected to be tbe pure white 
bread to cover tbe rot ten ham. _

professor Roney’s Reply to Messrs. Martin and Turner. 

East Saginaw, Mien. 

Editor Chicago Field: —In elate Issue of the Chicago Field 
a writer (Spectator) speaks In an anticipatory way of 11 the reply 

I will be sure to make” to the respondents In this cans, thepipeou 
nettcr Mr. Martin aud the pigeon law-breaker, Mr. Turner. But 
lor the remark of Spectator, and many Inquiries from sportsmen 
blends asking " why I don’t reply," etc., 1 doubt If it would 
bare occurred to me that a reply was expected. In common with 
tbe sportsmen of Michigan, I hare been so occupied for the paat 
lew weeks In working for better game and fish protective laws at 
the hands of our legislature now In session, I have not had time 
to more than notice the small cy clone, the original “Among the 
pigeons” article raised In the Chicago Field, much less reply, 
bad that seemed worth the while. Judging from the dust raised, 
mil the amount of fluttering In the ranks of the poachers and 
plgeon-netters, the shot must have had telling effect 

In regard to answering In detail the Chicago plgeoner, Mr. 
Martin, I hardly think the game la worth the powder. How¬ 
ever, It may be well to recall one or two points. HU first reply 
opens with an Incident and dialogue relative to a witness, testi¬ 
fying he saw the prisoner load his gun, pour In powder and shot, 
rim down wads, withdraw the ram-rod and then cap it and that 
the gun was afterward produced and proved to be a breech-loader 
ind says tbe incident occurred at Mr. Turner's trial In Petoskey. 

II Mr. Martin says It happened in Petoekey, it Is, of course, a 
(set, and none will dare to dlspnte It; bat there are nevertheless 
•cores of readers of the Chicago Field wbo have seen tbe same 
etory, with merely names and place changed, going tbe rounds 
ot tbe American papers for years. It originally appeared In a 
French sporting paper, and If I mistake not, was copied years ago 
Into the columns of the Chicago Field. But this Is of course 
one of those pecnllsr cases of unintentional assimilation.” 
Hope the gentleman has obtained a copywright on the “breech¬ 
loader story,” as he may want to dress It up and use It again 
with dates and Dames changed. 

In his laat reply Mr. Marlin says, “ 1 have answered their side 
In detail, have ‘ refuted’ every important statement of Prof. 
Roney, have 1 shown’ his article to be nothing but exaggeration 
and misstatement.” Great—Guns and little pigeons! What a 
refutation (!) On tbe one side of the question are ranged five 
gentlemen who went through and through the nesting In under¬ 
taking to enforce tbe pigeon law, also two other well known gen¬ 
tlemen who visited tbe nesting one week prior to the committee 
from East Saginaw and Bay City,—seven persons In all, who have 
no “pecuniary” Interest to the extent of a farthing. In the pro¬ 
tection of the pigeons, but who ss good citizens snd sportsmen 
can not see the gigantic bird massacre go on year after year 
without Interference, and who cannot be accused of a selfish or 
sinister motive In endorsing as they do, tbe original pigeon artl- 
rle, unanimously and unequivocally. On tbe other side stands 
•olitary and alone this one pigeon dealer and netter (for though 
he attempts to repudiate tbe latter appellation, he iii pigeon 
netter, whether he sets a net with his own hands or employs 
others to do It for him.) Yet this one pigeon netter and dealer 
whose sole Interest In the birds Is pecuniary and selfish, whose 
business and profession It Is to catch and coop up for months 
myriads of pigeons, and at the proper time sell for trap shoots a 
lot of emaciated, scurvy, half starved creatures that have scarcely 
strength to fly out of bounds—this man, the standard of honor 
and the champion of veracity In the sportsmen’s clubs of Chicago, 
with the autocratical airs of a French diplomat the dignity of a 
Daniel Webster, and the pomposity of a circus door-tender, steps 
up and says: “I have answered (!) their side in detail, have 
refuted (11) every important statement have shown (!!!) his arti¬ 
cle to he nothing but exaggeration snd misstatement” and com¬ 
placently expect* the readers of the Chicago Field to accept bis 
pronun ciamento and demurely say, “ Yes, we believe you’’—In a 
boru. 

Verily, Mr. Martin 16 the “ boss refutist” of the age. His 
lengthy “refutation” of nearly four columns In all, can, without 
the loss of a single Idea, be condensed Into juBt two words, “ Yon 
lie.’’ This Is the sum total of that masterly snd disinterested 
"refutation,” and had It been so stated would have saved the 
publishers of tbe Chicago Field many dollars expense In cumpo- 
•Itlon. Further, none of the gentlemen who went to Petoskey 
from the Bay City and East Saginaw Game Protection Clubs, 
•tarted, originated, wrote, or telegraphed to metropolitan papers 
(or caused It to be done) the report of the pigeon feeding upon 
poisonous berries, as Mr Martin Incorrectly charges. 

Not to beontdone In liberality, a paper containing tills reply 
*111 be sent free gratia to anyone enclosing ten cents for It to 
the publishers of the Chicaoo Field. 

In regard to Mr. A. B. Turner’s reply, I give him credit for 
•eeklng out and doing the only thing that could have been done 
under the circumstances, viz: ridiculing the article In which he 
*u arraigned, and picking It to pieces In s manner that would 
have done credit to a newly fledged pettifogger, seeking by this 
device to draw off public attention from bis own guilty self. He 
concludes his defense with a banter or bet, which be evidently 
rotiMders a " stunner,” and after throwing three columns of chaff 
in tlie eyes of tbe readers of the Chicago Field, he runs his 
bead—ostrich like—under tbe pile of rubbish he has raised, and 
imagines himself safe, under the supposition that yonr readers 
have not snfflclent penetration to see through the thin gauzy 
'lull, and puncture his adroitly worded banter. His reply Is 
permeated with tbe same spirit with which the columns ot his 
I*per have teemed since the Bay City and East Saginaw game 
protection men went to tbe nesting ls«t Spring—a chuckling snd 
floating over the difficulties that beset them on every aide In tbe 
Protection of the birds daring their brooding season from their 
°et and shotgun enemies. This Is doubtless on account ot hta 
fcring so " earnestly devoted to the principle of game protection.” 
■'•devotes considerable space to showing how very laughable, 
i*ow eaceutvety funny, how inordinately amusing his trial was;

For ways that are dark, and tricks that are vain, 

Thla blustering bet la peculiar 

Hence, I propose to give tbeGrand Rapids gentleman an A.B.(le) 
Turner two In “ pigeon English,” and hope not to warrant any 
charge of ambiguity In so doing. Not to be outdone In explicit¬ 
ness, I shall use a capital I (and possibly a pair of them). 

Mr. Turner reduces the charges against him to numbers, as 
follows: 

“The charges against me are: 

“ 1. Shooting pigeons In the nestings. 

“ 2. Shooting into large flocks of birds as they flew over, to see 
how many I could kill, counting the dead bodies as they fell, and 
not going to pick them np. 

“8. I was remonstrated with for my lawless conduct, but I 
bluffed off tbe remonstrant with something like a warning that 
he might get shot or hurt 

"4. I said there was no law In that country anyway.” 

Then with a great show of fairness, and elaborate wording, he 
proposes to go with referees to the pigeon nesting ground, and If 
I can prove tbe truth of one of the charges to tbe satisfaction of 
the three referees, he agrees to give to the East Saginaw Game 
Protection Club $100 and pay all expenses of the trip if, per 
contra, I agree to pay all expenses of the trip and give $100 to 
the Grand Rapids Sportsmen's Club, if I fall to establish the truth 
of one of the chargee. The Italics andcapltsls reveal the “ nigger 
In the woodpile ” almost without need ot further explanation. 
By referring to the original article, tbe reader will see that I did 
not say that “ Mr. Turner was remonstrated with and bluffed off 
the remonstrant, etc. ” and that he said “there was no law In 
that country anyway.” Permit me to reproduce the exact 
words: Mr. Fraycr stated that “he remonstrated with them 
(Turner’s party) for their lawless conduct, and was bluffed off, 
and informed that be had better get out of the way, as their guns 
might go off accidentally (1) and he might get hurt, and that 
there was no law In that country anyway." Thus, Mr. Turner, to 
help make out a case, and safely bet on something he can deny, 
misrepresents In falsely assuming the above language as being 
charged to him personally, when the above verbatim quotation 
shows it was credited to his party of half a dozen, collectively and 
impersonally. Now here are the third and fourth charges laid 
aside at the very outset, for they are not made against him indi¬ 
vidually; moreover, he baB taken them up and apjMed them to 
himself; and yet according to the terms of that adroitly worded 
bet, the forfeit is to be paid “ if I fail to establish the truth of 
any one of the chargee, from one to fmtr Inclusive.” Does he 
suppose the readers of the Chicago Field are either fools or 
Idiots that cannot see through the thin gauze of plausibility with 
which he drapes his rickety skeleton 1 Why doesn’t he banter 
me to prove that he ever hopped on one leg from Petoskey to 
Grand Rapids, under forfeit of $100 If I cannot do so! Whv 
doesn’t he ask me to put up $100 to prove that he is “ earnestly 
devoted to the principle of game protection," and forfeit It if I 
can’t! There would be just as much sense In It, for I have 
never charged him with performing the first mentioned feat, or 
of living up to bis professions In the other. In regard to the lat¬ 
ter I should feci constrained to let out the job, for I have no 
money to lose. The reader of Mr. Tamer’s reply could not 
have failed to notice that he does not deny tbe charge ot violat¬ 
ing the Michigan pigeon law. Submit the article to as rigid an 
examination as you will, and it fallB to reveal anything that 
could be construed Into a denial of this charge, but be takes up 
some of the minor implications concerning his language and per¬ 
sonal bearing, and wants to bet a hundred dollars they cannot be 
proven. 

Lest some one should conclude that some acrimonious personal 
feeling Inspired my exposure of Mr. Turner’s poaching proclivi¬ 
ties, It Is proper to say that to me he Is a total stranger, and that 
1 should not know him from Adam, were I to meet him. By rep¬ 
utation 1 regret to say he Is not a stranger. For years, bis con¬ 
temptuous violations of the game laws, and his despicable exam¬ 
ple have been the subject of discussion among the law observing 
sportsmen of Michigan until further forbearance was out of the 
question. It Is not as a gentleman but as a sportsman he Is 
called to an account. I arraign Mr. Turner, simply because It is 
my right and duty to do so. For the same reasons that the presi¬ 
dent of a temperance club should be arraigned for tippling on the 
sly; causing reproach to be brought upon tbe principle he publicly 
advocates; for the same reasons that a preacher of God's word 
should be ex posed for licentious or Immoral practices,thereby brl ng- 
Ingcontumely and scorn upon tils church,for the reasons that, being 
a prominent citizen and leading sportsman, and while president 
of a game protective club, who publicly proclaims himself to be 
“earnestly devoted to the principle of game protection," his 
reputation and common fame throughout Michigan is that of a 
chronic game law violator, whose example before young or luke 
warm sportsmen und those of donbtful orthodoxy In living up to 
game laws, Is diabolical and pernicious, and because his practices 
I before mentioned bring reproach and shame upon the sportsmen 
of the state of Michigan—for these reasons I have arraigned 
him and stand to what I say, and don’t back down worth a cent 

But 1 am not through with Mr. Turner yet. I have some 
more fact* and a “ bit of a bet " for his digestion. 8horn of 
elaborate wording It Is simply this: 

1. I will forfeit $100, to he given to the Grand Rapids Sports¬ 
men’s Club, If I cannot prove that It Ib a common practice of 
Mr. A. B. Turner, of Grand Rapids, to carry a shotgun loaded with 
buckshot cartridges for deer while on his Summer Ashing tours 
on the northern streams of this state before the opening of the 
legal season for killing deer (8ept. 1.1). he to forfeit #100 to the 
East Saginaw Game Protection Club If he falls to prove this is 
not his practice. (If he cau prove the buckshot cartridges In 
August are solely for snipes and grayling he wins the $100 just 
the same ) 

2. 1 will forfeit another $100 to the Grand Rapid’s Sportsmen’s 
Club If I cannot prove that A. B. Turner admitted to several 
prominent gentlemen of Bay City that he violated the Michigan 
pigeon law at the pigeon nesting near Petoskey last 8priug, he to 
forfeit $100 to the East Saginaw Game Protection Club If I do 
prove that he did so admit. 

(Gentlemen of tbeGrand Rapids Club, here Isa perfect bonan¬ 
za for you, and a good opportunity to remove the cloud now rest¬ 
ing upon your excellent association through the conduct of one 
of Its officers.) 

8. I will forfeit to the Grand Rapids Sportsmen’s Club still 
another $100 If I cannot prove that A. B. Turner stated to a well 
known gentleman of Bay City that he (Mr. Turner) shot a deer 
from his boat while on a flablng expedition In August 1877, up- 
ou one of the streams of Northern Michigan, In company with 
Mr. Cbaa. Uallock, editor of the Forest and Stream, that he (Mr, 
Turner) gave the deer two charges of buckshot and that It ran 
out on the river hank and died, and was left there to decay, Mr. 
T. pasalng on without getting out of his boat or going up to the 
dead animal (murdered out of pure, unadulterated wsntonness). 

Mr. Turner also stated thnt later In the day he aaw some men 
who lived In the locality, told them about the dead deer, etc.; 
hence If they went out and got It and made uae of It there may 
have been one redeeming feature In the damnable act, though 
this does not mitigate the crime. Mark the words I I do not 
*ay I saw Mr. Turner commit this set, or that I hare It from one 
who did. I propone to make him his own accuser. I aay ho 


stated (“ boasted” would seem to be the more proper word) these 
facts substantially as above giveu, to a gentleman of means and 
position, whose word, honor and veracity Is unquestioned wher¬ 
ever he Is known, snd I will forfeit the third $100 If I cannot 
prove that Mr. Turner so stated. The reader can draw his own 
conclusions as to whether It is probable he would have mentioned 
these facts (last Summer) had the act not been committed. 

If Mr Turner Is disposed to complain at this unexpected addi¬ 
tion to the former charges, let him thank bis stars for what I have 
(relative to another matter) for the present kept back, and none 
understands so well as he the import of these words. 

Iu conclusion, Mr. Editor, permit me to submit for the edifica¬ 
tion of your readers my grand scheme for a sportsmen’s tourna¬ 
ment, which It la proposed shall eclipse anything In Its line since 
King Solomon's time. 

Sportsmen's clubs having members who are eminently qualified 
to participate In the tournament are requested to send in their 
names without delay.

We landed finally and all started off for the marsh. Soon we 
came to a river, to cross which was necessary. Hitherto we had hi 
been walking on high ground; going down to ascertain tbe prac- cc 
ticabllity of fording the river, we struck the mud. In mud we ot 
really waded, sometimes we were In mud up to our waists, st 
Upon reaching the river side we found quite a current running, re 
and tbe bottom of sand. As its width was only fifty feet, some F 
one with high rubber boots that came to his waist, started across, T 
suddenly he stopped and drove the butt of his gun to the bottom. I si 
» out,” he said. With difficulty he got back and told us fl 
that he had gotten Into the quick sands. And proceeding with (J 
great caution we found nearly everywhere the same treacherous si 
bottom. At length some rocks afforded a passage to some who tl 
succeded In crossing. I was not of thlB adventurous few; Indeed a l 
but two of the crew crossed. Meeting an Inhabitant we asked In t< 
French where there was a bridge. Follow the railroad, said our h 
friends, and we did, and thus we crossed. 

There was held a meeting. Three went to one end of the marsh, f 
two (Stoney and myself) were to go all the way round through the y 
woods and coroe out at the other end of the marsh. The remain- f 
lng two left us and went off on their own hook. Stoney and I s 
started off with the dog; upon reaching the woods we found our- t 
selves surrounded by high pines and cedars and some low trees, j 
but no underbrush. There were patches of snow on the t 
ground and numerous fallen limbs and boughs. Among the trees j 
were many robins. At first I thought It would not do to shoot 
these little birds, but I soon changed my mind. Seated away i 
up on the topmost bough of a tree about seventy yards off waa a I , 
robin. I had my new gun, tbe right barrel was loaded with a , 
paper cartridge with five drachms of powder and H ox. No. 8 , 

shot- the left barrel, which is choked, had a brass cartridge with 
four drachms powder and It ox. No. 6 Bhot. I said to Stoney , 
“ Do you think my gun can reach that fellow? Try Mm, 
said he And I did, and down fluttered as nice and plump a 
robin as one could wish to see. The robin here Is like the 
robin North; he Is plumper, however, and bis breast la.not so red 
nor spotted as your Northern bird. 

I soon had an opportunity of trying the left barrel on another 
robin, and the result was quite as satisfactory. After killing 
the two birds, I missed a half a doxen; a few I loet by their not 

falling to the ground. I 

We worked our way by easy stages until we got to the marsh. 
We struck this at about Us center. While going down we saw 
a flock of about twenty birds light on tbe ground. “ Geese," said 
my friend, so on our hands and knees we crawled. The dog be¬ 
haved badly ; he would not to heel, but kept running. As there 
were snipe tracks about, th* dog was wild. The short stubble of 
the marsh concealed us but little. Soon tbe dog frightened our 
game up, but at too great s distance for ua to fire. Then we saw 
that we were the geese and not the birds, they being a kind of 
plover or curlew. Soon we came up with one of the other party 
who had started at the Other end. They had divided and were 
beating down tbe marsh. Of course I showed my two robins, 
and Inquired about bis luck. He had fired but once at a duck 
and missed; several geese and a few duck# he bad seen but they 

were too far off. „ . . . . 

While talking I strolled off abont twenty feet, when I heard 
both of my friends sing out “ Mark.” I looked, and over me 
.was sailing a goose. 1 gsve him one barrel, he turned on hi* 
back, but resumed hla flight. I gave him the other, no apparent 
effect. Both the other fellows fired at him but still on flew the 
goose. I think my first shot hit him, my second missed Mm. 

I was loaded with 4 dr. Dupont No. 8 ducking powder and XJ 
ox No. 8, not powder enough for the dlatance, nor large enough 
shot for a tough goose. We three now trudged on together, 
and Joined tbe other two, who had come to a halt and were 
awaiting ua They were empty handed, and had only bad a shot 
or two at birds too distant. While conversing, a flock of half a 
doxen geese went down a half a mile off, separated from us by a 
thick hedge fifteen or twenty feet high, with a deep brook run¬ 
ning through !L I was detailed to go across, and crawl around 


the geese while they stayed where they were. I started with my We 
dog I found two trunks with their branches on them lying In and 
the brook. Then I commenced my Journey, and a very hard one coll 
It was. However, by Jumping and tight holding on I got across, sell 
Then I looked for my dog. He had attempted creasing on the sho 
trees, had slipped and was caught In the crotch of a limb; when sue 
he tried to go ahead his head went under water, nor could be go >»« 
■stern; there hs was pivoted as it were. I was going to hi. uU 
assistance when by a strenuous effort he got clear and swam be 
ashore. Fearing that be would be In the way, as he started off too 
on the run and would not come lu, I picked up a stick and 
cracked him a Mow, Then I kept him back of me. Whenever ot 
he started to go ahead, I would hit him. Thus I commenced Th 
stalking this flock of geese. I got well around and commenced sab 
dosing In. I took advantage of Ml little dumps of grew and spo 

I bs and wMked on my hands and knees keeping my sol' 
In my left hand, and beating my dog with the see 
i In my right I could see, as I drew nearer, six fl»h 
t big fellows wMklng around. They looked like the am 
s goose one sees, very much the same color, though to me Un 
appeared twice their else. As I drew nearer I began to Wi 
rtahfhopes of bringing down one of them. I shifted my *m 
over and full cocked It; as 1 did so my dog started. Ued ste 
-•I said, but too late. The birds saw him and rose. I threw ho’ 
y a shot st them and avow disgusted. I “ w ^*‘ th I e ne , 

e flying over the heads of my companions. Soon I heard oe. 
r guns fire, and one goose fell. As for the dog, I wanted to 
him, but he waa beating up and down the marsh looking for 
>e perfectly Ignorant of the harm he had done and of my wh 
S, s<> r net him* 1 alone. I recroased tbe brook higher up and M w. 
itter place. At this second crossing there was an old log 
In, and from out It came an old woman. She spoke French, 
ked her about the oiuaux. She comprehended me, and I «« 
lerstood her answer. Not many, she sMd; they were hunted 
much; only the day before, “ Dlmsnche,” a party had »» 
n out there and got a couple of geese and some cananla- “ 
said she was married and that her husband was out cutting w« 
her.

! wings are more beautiful than the mallard’s. 

After the last shot we all assembled and examined the birds I 
ve attempted to describe, and eat lunch. To do this the more fl 
mfortably we Ml sat on a log, six of us, placed our guns by g , 
it sides, and commenced munching our sandwiches. Mark 1 
outed some one. Instantly we were on our feet with guns g 
sdy. Many, In their haste, held their sandwiches In their teeth. g 
ve large geese sailed by, about sixty or seventy yards off. g 
irclve ahota were fired at them and yet not one fell. Six men 
id “ Damn It!” and the same six then laughed and sat down to t 
ilsh the meal, which we did unmolested. Then we started back. ^ 
ne more widgeon duck was killed. We then came upon a t 
nail pond; In It were bMf a doxen of the plover; we surrounded 
ie pond and closed In; four birds fell. I. raised my gun for my 
lot; a bird was coming rapidly toward me, my Anger commenced 
i press the trigger, when “ bang 1 ” the fellow nearest me knocked , 
lm over. Thus I had nothing but my two robins. , 

The day waa well advanced now, It being about 2 p. m. My 
set hurt me very much. I had on rubber boots, and as they ( 
ere very much too large, great blisters were forming on my 
let. 80 we bent our way toward the dock. We had to traverse 
great deal of marsh. Some horn winged curlew, as we call 
Item, drew me off. I tried to creep up to them but to no pur 
ose. However, every time they rose I fired, bat I was doomed 
a disappointment, and so returned on board ship about 5 p. m. 
iretty well tired out, and very hungry. 

The next morning I awoke greatly refreshed, though a little 
tiff In the lege and right arm. By 9 a. m. the ship was under- 
ray steaming for our next anchorage. In going through the 
tonights of MagMlan it la necessary to anchor over night, and 
iwing to the great depth of water there are only certeln places 
there this can done. This night, Sept. 8 , we anchored at a place 
Ailed Fortescue bay at about 8:80 p. m. The low Islands about 
;be bay seemed to indicate game. Ducks but no geese, we 
bought we might get. The boat was lowered as soon as we let 
m our anchor, and the hunters got ready. I was made to do 
luty and so lost my chance of going. The party though got a 
Tew widgeon ducks. There was plenty of game, ducks and cur¬ 
lews, but from Ignorance of the place, It being the first time any 
one of the party had ever been there, but little could be accom¬ 
plished before dark ; and at daylight next morning we sailed. 

Before going on with this hunting trip, I must tell you that 
Bandy Point Is the only InhaMted place throughout the whole 
straits, about 800 mils#, so we could get no Information regard¬ 
ing game. Native* we saw but once, that waa at night. They 
came Mongtlde In a canoe and demanded tabac, that waa the only 
word they knew. I wish you could have seen these savages. 
There were one or two women and four or five men, naked except 
a guanaco skin thrown over the shoulders. 

But enough of the natives, sad I will go on with my hunting 
trips. Tbe next day wc came to anchor In Cberruco Bay. To get 
to tola bay we wound about among a lot of Islands and suddenly 
turning round one found ourselves In a large basin, one and a 
half mile* In diameter, surrounded by snow-capped mountains 
1,500 feet high. I would describe It* beauty but I know you 
would not be Interested ; a few word* will do up the bunting here. 
There waa a peculiar kind of goose, one white,and toe other black 
with a little white on toe end* of his wing* and tall; these are 

Mwayi In pairs. A few of them were toot; I got one end we 
had him for dinner. He was disgusting. I think they are car¬ 
rion blrda. Stoney killed fourpoules d’ eau here. We ate them and 


We got out two of the large boat* ot toe ahlp pulling twelve oars, 
and put about eighteen men tu each; a ln the atom of one we 
colled down our seine. At tbe mouth of toe bay we ran our 
seine across, manned long llnea on toe end, and pulled for the 
shore. Then we Jumped oat and hauled In; never have I 
such a quantity ot Bah. The net was so toll that we could not 
haul It In. The sailors were wild with excitement; they jumped 
lute the water and threw ths fish ashore until we could haul up 
the remMnder lu the net. We covered tbe beach with fish and 
took them on board ship by toe bag full; we caught enough In 
this one haul to feed 300 people. The fish were suckers. Not an 
other flab waa there In at least 1,500,Ml were of toe sucker species. 
They were from one foot to thirty-two Inches In length. The 
sailors enjoyed this sport Immensely, Mso the fish. I enjoyed the 
sport, but the fish were very unpMatable. We hauled the 
seine once or twice aftorwanl, but with poor success. It 
seemed as though at the first haul we had captured every 
flah. At this place we stayed two days, then we left, 
and made our last anchorage In toe 8tralts at Mo- 
llneux Bay, and a devilish hard time we had getting there. 
We got a gale of wind which Mew down the mountMn sides 
aud against tt we made no headway. Under favorable circum¬ 
stances wo would have gone eight knots, so you can Imagine 
bow the wind blew when we could not gain an Inch. During the 
lulls we went ahead, and It waa dark when we anchored. The 
next morning three of us got In the ship's dingey, a small boat 
of tbe ship, aud with three boys to pull us we started. About 
500 yards from the ship was a large Island from one end of 
which ran out a ledge of smooth, bare rocks, just clear of the 
water; to one side of these and thirty yards distant was a low, 
smaller Island, with a few bushes upon It. With a spyglass on 
board ship we knew there were birds upon the low rocks, so we 
steered, keeping the smMl Island between us and them. We landed 
on the small Island and crept up under cover of the trees. We 
saw six curiewB. I was to fire at the left two, another at the cen¬ 
ter two and the third man at the right two. Keeping concealed 
we all aimed. One, two, three—we all fired. As the birds rose 
bang 1 went our remaining barrels. When the smoke cleared 
away we looked for our game and found only two out of the six. 
The birds lit further down on the main land and we followed In 
the boat and got two more, neither of which I killed. Then we 
returned, and seeing some more on the first rocks we again pro¬ 
ceeded In tbe same way and shot two. It took five 6hots to thor¬ 
oughly kill one. We wounded him agalu and again, still he kept 
making for the undergrowth of the Island; at length we killed 
him outright. Thus between three of us we had secured six cur¬ 
lews. These curlews are a very pretty bird. They have long, 
straight red bills; their eyes are In the center of their heads, not 
| unlike a woodcock are they in shape, though larger; their legs 
are white and not unlike a chicken’s, only longer for wading. 

Thus I have described the hunting of the straits of Magellan 
and 8myth’s 8ound. To-day Is Sept 33 and we are at anchor at 
Talcahuana, Chill. Already I’ve been hunting but I reserve my 
■ account of the trip till my next letter, which will soou follow 
this.”

Woodcock Shooting.

Editor Cbicaoo Field: —Since 1 have located in the West, a 
new Held to me, so different from the East In very many respects, 
niy mind reverts, as the seasons roll round, to the days I have 
spent among the mountains and wooded swamps of New Jersey, 
shooting woodcock. There Is a fascination about woodcock 
shooting that Is not obtained from any other bird; It may be be¬ 
cause of the associations of those days. It may be the recollec¬ 
tion of the spring brooks that wander through the meadows or 
murmuring down the mountain sides, to spread their waters where 
the alders grow, and where the woodcock builds Its nest in early 
Spring. In boyhood I can remember bow I thought to catch the 
old ones In my hand, as fluttering on the ground they would 
lead me from their nest until I almost had it, when It would fly 
sway and leave me; and then I watched the place; for they told 
me she had her nest near by. But time sped on, and I learned 
to protect them, to keep their haunts a secret, for they never 
leave their brooding place until the young are quite well grown, 
at leaBt until after the time the law allowed shooting them. That 
Is a great day with sportsmen—the day the law is off for shoot¬ 
ing woodcock. I have laid awake all night to be first on the 
ground; and then to hear some gun ahead of me, was enough to 
make any man—pray, he would not shoot them all. There may 
be other states as good, but New Jersey can not be beaten for 
woodcock. It is necessary to know the country well, for a 
Btranger would have but poor success bunting up this most se¬ 
cluded of all the game birds. It was late In the Summer of 1875 
that 1 had a rare day’s sport shooting woodcock near the head 
waters of the Delaware river In New Jersey. I had my old black 
pointer Phil. The evening before,the old dog and myself started 
In a one-horse buggy for the house of a friend up In the moun¬ 
tains. It was a long, lonely ride; but I knew I was expected, and 
I also knew a kind reception awaited me. For we had met be¬ 
fore—met on woodcock grounds—bad eaten our lunch many a 
time In the mountains miles from home loaded down with game 
—and on the morrow expected to do It again. I will pass over 
the kind greetings of the household, the pleasant conversation 
after the good supper, and after smoking a corn-cob pipe for half 
an hour, turn In to sleep; but, with woodcock on the brain, a man 
was never known to Bleep. I dosed with one eye open. Morn¬ 
ing came, an early breakfast was had, and old Phil bad his, for 
that dog’s nose was good, and a good square breakfast did not 
hurt it. It made him feel be wanted to pay for It In woodcock, and 
he always did. It was just cool enough that morning to make a 
man step lively, and as we ran along the edge of a corn-field and 
Jumped the fence that divided it from a marshy alder field, three 
woodcock rose, my friend shot ODe, the other two^llt In the open, 
a not uncommon thing, and yet not common when cover Is near. 

I never had such woodcock shooting as I bad for the next hour In 
that small field. We bagged twenty-six woodcock. It was 
mostly clear, open shooting. The field Interspersed with springs 
that oozed through the rich, dark colored ground, the kind that 
produces the food for woodcock, and where year after year they 
come to rear their young, and in the Fall frequent, as they pass 
In their flights to the South. At that time, when full grown, 
with their beautiful rich plumage, they are the finest game birds 
In America, and are not the easily killed birds of July and August. 

It takes a quick, good marksman to bring them down, and the 
mau who waits or dwells on his bird will have but poor success. 
Chicken shooting on the prairies In Summer can not compare 
with good woodcock shooting. There Is a variety of scenery sur¬ 
rounding the latter, the bubbling brook and the shadows of the 
mountain, the large old oaks and the fields fringed by alders, 
the rough old roads and rocks woru down by years of constant 
travel, all lead to the places where the woodcock loves to be, and 
I, to shoot them. A. C. W. Waddell.

Editor Cbicaoo Field:— I am glad to say that I am not one 
of the kind who despises a man who engages In any honest labor. 

A man who makes bis living by shooting for the market may be 
Justi as good a citizen as the man who Is In a bank or elsewhere. 

At the same time I have found In my limited experience that 
there Is a difference between the market shooter and what 1s 
known as a sportsman. Market shooters are very often men 
•hose consciences do not prevent tbelr shooting game at any 
Bcssoo when they can find a sale for It. 

The serious harm I saw In the shooting the frozen quails I 
•poke of, was that the law wsa violated, and In the eyes of most 
•portsmen that Is a serious offense. Then, had these birds been 
•pared, they might possibly have found shelter In a big barn 
*hlch was In the centre of the field where the shooting was done, 
and there would have been a crop for the next season. 

1 am truly glad to say that I know of no case where a gentle¬ 
man and sportsman did such “ sharp practice ” as to steel a march 
on his brother sportsman ten days, or even ooe day, before the 
close season expired. 

Mr. K.'a mind's eye must be crossed, and Is ooe of tha kind 
mat looks at both ends of a week for Sunday. Either that, or he 
Jumps at conclusions without knowing what he Is writing about, 
nc evidently does not know much about the game lawa of the i 
*t»«* of Maryland, and the different countlea therein, when be I 
•eeuaea me of ahootlng game out of season. After the facta are i 
■old h a m ay he made to change bla mind. Ths true facta of the i 
f*"* to which be refer* are these. Any shooting done by per- i 
«rs prior to the dates I give I know nothing of, and I challenge I 
y K. or anybody else to bring any proof to show that I have l 
•hot game of any kind out of season. , 


I have before me a copy of the Evening Star of Oct. 7, 1878, 
In which la given a oopy of the game laws for the District of 
Columbia, and the states of Maryland and Virginia. The district 
law forbids any shooting of quails before the first day of No¬ 
vember. The law for Prince Qeorge county, In tbe State of 
Maryland says, “Qualls (partridges) may be killed between the 
19th of October and tbe 20th of December." I give the facts 
now and can verify all my statements, Mr. K. to the contrary, 
notwlthatanding. On Monday, Oct. 20, 1878, on invitation I, 
with two fellow sportsmen, went to the fsrra of Mr. Murtagh at 
the Highlands (‘'lowlands, C. 8. K.’’) In Prince QGorge county, 
State of Maryland. This farm Is a mile and more outside of the 
District of Columbia. We had a good day's sport, dogs worked 
well, birds were in goodly numbers, and we neither violated tbe 
game law nor stole a march on our brother sportsmen. 

Last season I did not shoot one single day In the District of 
Columbia, but I made several trips to Prince George’s county, 
both at the Highlands and at Branc.hvllle, but I obeyed the law 
by not shooting after Dec. 20. If I have taken any advantage of 
my friends by visiting those placee In the time allowed by law, I 
am too dull to see It. 

The organizations I referred to were known as the Washington 
Gun Club,” M. A. Tanpan, secretary; the National Sportsmen’s 
Club, M. A. Tappan, secretary; the third was tbe second revived 
and the fourth was tbe Columbia Gun Club and Game Protective 
Organization, and I think one other, Including a rifle dub. If 
Mr. K. wants to know more particularly about these clubs be 
can find out by Inquiring of Mr. M. A. Tappan, a genial sports¬ 
man, whom everybody knows. 

No one Is more fond of reading of the exploits of sportsmen In 
the field or on the water, and I am an attentive listener when I 
bear them told. • 

Mr. K. had better poet himself on localltlee and game laws. 
The dome of tbe capltol can be seen from the Highlands, but 
that does not make It (the Highlands) lay In the District of Col- 
urnbla - Jack Snipe. 

Mr. Frrouson’s Reply to C. 8. K.—Washington, D. C.—Ed¬ 
itor Chicago Field: —Permit me through the columns of the Chi¬ 
cago Field to answer C. 8. K., who In your last Issue has classed 
me with Harris and Mayliew as a market hunter, and also charges 
that I kill game birds out of season. I will here state for C. 8. 
K.’s benefit that I have never In all my life killed a quail out of 
season, and never In a single Instance did I kill one for the mar¬ 
ket. Seven years ago, and only two seasons, did I kill reed birds 
and snipe to sell, but I never killed them out of season, as I can 
prove beyond a doubt by the clerk of the court of the county In 
which I killed tbe birds. How does C. 8. K. expect me to kill 
birds for the market when I have to work eight hours a day dur¬ 
ing the week and very often on Sundays! However, the charge 
coming from such a source does not annoy me In the least; only 
I think that when persons terming themselves gentlemen under¬ 
take to write letters to a sporting paper bearing the high reputa¬ 
tion of the Chicaoo Field, accusing others of doing mean things, 
they should confine themselvee to the truth; and this, C. 8. K. 
has failed to do In a single paragraph of his letter. And If In 
the future he should still persist In calling me a market hunter, 

I now, bearing all responsibility myself, -say be Is asserting a 
falsehood. I will hold myself In readiness to give him satisfac¬ 
tion In the most substantial manner should he finally sum up 
manliness enough to demand It. 

I have been an admirer of field sports for the past twenty-five 
years, and have had more experience In handling guns and dogs 
than C. 8. K. will ever have, for he Is totally unable to handle 
either tbe gun or doge, as his two gun-shy dogs will sufficiently 
prove what I eay to be correct. If C. 8. K. could, by very hard 
effort, tell the truth, It would be some pleasure for me to enter 
Into discussion with him upon any subject relating to field sports, 
but under existing circumstances It would be bnt a waste of time. 

It Is very disagreeable for me to have to threaten this theoretical 
sportsman In the manner I have, but I think the sooner sporting 
writers of the calibre of C. 8. K. withdraw from decent papers 
the better It will be for the aforesaid writers, as It will save them 
a vast amount of mortification, and moreover It does not cater to 
the wishes of the class of gentlemen who read the Chicaoo Field, 
which, for Its truthfulness In tbe past, deserves the patronage 
of every true sportsman, and I sincerely hope It may reap the 
rich harvest In the future, which I think It so Justly deserves.

How to Load Choke Bores.— Palnesvllle, Ohio.—ffdWor 
Chicago Field: F. H. E., Dodge City, Minn., says in your issue 
of the 22d Inst., he would like to hear from sportsmen through 
the Chicaoo Field on the subject of choke bores and bow to 
load them. As we have been experimenting a little I might tell 
how we load for wild geese. 

We have tried all sizes of shot, and find buckshot la the thing, 
as 100 yards Is about tbe shortest range we can get at the geese. 
They atop here on the shore of Lake Erie to feed In the corn¬ 
fields nights, flying out In the lake at break of day, returning 
after dark, consequently one's only chance to shoot them Is In the 
early morning, as they fly out. They fly so high that nothing but 
buckahot will bring one down. It was some time before we 
would load with them for fear of Injuring our guns. We even 
were fools enough to try our rifles on the geese, but soon made 
up our minds that there was not s little room for shall to go 
through - a flock. There Is not tbe allghteet danger In loading a 
choke-bore with bncksbot If they will chamber In the muzzle of 
the gun. In my gun, a 13-gauge 74 lb. premier Scott, three 
buckahot of the largest size, chamber nicely; I load with #4 
drams coarse powder,two pink-edge wads over It, and three layers 
of shot, with a card-board wad betieten each lager, finishing with s 
block edge wed; this fills the shell even full and makes s deadly 
load for s flock of geese passing over. I saw Mr. C. J. Pratt 
bring down a leader of a flock the other morning at a height of 
at least a 150 to 200 yds., two buckshot went clean through the 
old gander; he measured over six feet from tip to tip. In some 
localities where geese are plenty BB shot are plenty heavy 
enough, but where geeee are flying very high buckshot are belter. 

I look forward to the coming of your paper each week, wish , 
you published twice a week, for It la very Interesting, and I could 
not do without It; It ought to be In the hands of every sports¬ 
man In the U. 8.

The Art or Breaking Glabb Ball*.— Sandusky, 0 —Editor [ 
Chicago Field: —Glass ball pulverisers up In this country would | 
consider s man verdant Id the extreme who would volunteer In¬ 
struction In glass ball shooting similar to that offered by your 
Texas correspondent. He says: “Cover It (the ball) with your | 
barrela, and aa tbe ball commences to fall get a full view of (lover 
your front tight barrel and pull Immediately, and tbe ball la 
broken.” Tbe latter fact, sir, Is not so dear. If the ball Is 
traveling from left to right the charge would ha sure to pass 
several feet behind the ball. All crossing balls, and halls going 
out oo an angle, must be taken ahead The exact distance will, 
of course, depend upon the distance the ball Is from the shooter 
and Its rate of spaed, and ran only be learned by practice. On 
looomlog balls, whether direct or quartering, It la better to aim e 
trifle ahead, but they may be broken when the gun Is not so 
advanced, providing care is taken not to aaer-ahoat them. I Uke 


, Issue with him again when he recommends the tyro to wait until 
! the “ ball commences to fall." The secret of glass ball shooting 
. Is to take the ball just Inf ore It commences to fall. I hare ob¬ 
served that those who make the best score at tbls sport are In¬ 
variably the ones who pick the balls up immediately aud blaze 
away, while those who anchor the gun, as it were, several feet 
I ahead and below the ball and wait tor Itto descend to the proper 
distance before firing arc unreliable, sometimes making quite 
respectable scores and then again very Indifferent ones. I used 
to follow the latter plan, but soon found that If I wished to avoid 
being totally eclipsed by those wide-awake “ two-eyed fellows,” I 
would have to make eome radical changes in my method of shoot¬ 
ing. I therefore adopted the “ two-eyed plan,” and found that 
i with a little practice I could do much better. The aim is much 
more readily taken In this way, and distances arc more correctly 
estimated. Ebie. 

Gamr Notes.— Mackenzie, Carrol Co, Teau.—Editor Chicago 
Field:— 1 thought perhaps a few words from this locality might 
be of advantage to you. We have a fine country for small game, 
such as quails, hares, and squirrels. But our game is fast dlsap^ 
pearing for want of protection, for the present laws are paid very 
little attention to. I hear of men out almost every day killing 
quails and bares, though tbe law forbids bunting after March 1. 
Most of these buoters are pot-hunters and will take every advan¬ 
tage In slaughtering all tbe game they can kill, and boast of bow 
many they murdered at one shot. I beard an old man say on the 
7th of this month that be bad killed forty quails the day before 
and six woodcocks. 

The woodcocks arc nesting here now. A neighbor of mine 
scared one up In bis meadow, aud on going to tbe spot found four 
eggs in a nest. 

Unless we can have a game law tlmt can be enforced, In a few 
years we shall have no game left. We have very few sportsmen 
among us here, aud we have very little large game, only a few 
deer and some turkeys. I was able during the January snows to 
bag four wild turkeys In a five day's bunt In Obill bottom, which 
was considered uncommon good luck. 

We have but few fine dogs In our section, and still fewer fine 
guns. There are no sportsmen’s clubs. 

If we could have a strict game law we could have plenty of 
small game for years. j p

To Keep Choke Bores Clean. —San Antonio Texas.— Editor 
Chicago Field: —In tbls very dry country, I have experienced 
considerable trouble with choke bores; the very best powder will 
cake at the choke to such an extent, that In their barrels It 
takes but a short time to spread the choke. I accidently have 
found a remedy. I got out of my favorite gun oil, and used cod 
liver oil; to my surprise after a long days quail hunt my choke 
gun was not caked. I have trird It four times with the same 
results. My guu used to cake so much that nothing but boiling 
water would clean It; with the same gun well oiled with cod 
liver, a piece of cotton rag cleans It perfect, after firing thirty 
shells. I would like some correspondent to try it and report. 

One of our sportsmen just received a $35 W. H. Baker & Co., 
double shot guu, advertised In your columns. I was present at 
the trial, 40 yards, 4 dre. powder, 14 oz. No. S shot, 30 loch cir¬ 
cle, right barrel 310 pellet*, left, 298. We were unable to beat It, 
and we have some fine high-priced guns. Ai.ho. 

Turnino Down Cahtiiidgbs. —I am Inclined to think that 
the "turning-down ” of cartridges affects shooting a good deal. 
Lately, 1 shot at a sheet of writing paper at forty yards with 
four cartridges, two of them not being "turned-down;" but, 
having the wad over shot (which bad been brought even with the 
end of cartridge by placing an extra wsd over the powder) se¬ 
cured by gumming a thin piece of paper over It, with the follow¬ 
ing results: Right barrel, with “ turned-down " cartridge, eight 
pellets, ditto; with unturned, twenty pellets; left barrel, with 
turned down cartridge, seven pellet*; ditto, with “unturned," 
seventeen pellet*.—R. M., In London Field.
